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Recent Graduate Gives 
Background in Berlin

(Special to The Daily) — The background for the Berlin 
Conference is in many ways as interesting as the conference 
itself. For no city in the world better illustrates the ideolo- 
gical and material differences between Communism and De- 
mocracy than does Berlin. 



The barriers separating the 
Allied and RuBBlan zones of this 
city, separate two distinct ways 
of life, and here, In Berlin, Is the 
shop window through which b^th 
may be observed. 

The Western sector of the 
city radiates a K")'cty nnd 
brightness which has hecomo 
tin) vi'ry hnllniark of this 'is 
land of freedom' within East 
Germany. Much of the Western 
sector is still badly devnstcd, 
but reconstruction is proceed- 
ing us funds permit. The prin- 
cipal entertainment and fashion 
centre of the city is the Kur- 
furstendamm. There by day 
one sees shop windows brimm- 
ing with smart clothes, elect- 
rical gadgets nnd foodstuff* of 
every inscription, nnd by night, 
hundreds of neon signs, night 
clubs and restaurants. * 
Approaching the Russian sector 
via the 'Unter den Linden', one 
observes a slackening off in hu- 
man activity with no shops, peo- 
ple, or signs of life near t lie- 
boundary at all. In this 'no mans 
land' Berlin's bleak bomb rains 
become more apparent with lit- 
erally acres of gutted buldlngs 
rilslng on all sides. 

Continuing down 'Unter den 
Linden', or 'Stalin Allée', as it 
now becomes, one halls at the 
Allied and Russian 'Pass-Control' 
points, submits to a rcarsearch of 
packages and car, and crosses 
into East Berlin. 

Almost Immediately across the 
boundary stands the Brandonburg 
Gate — tribute to Prussian mil- 
itarism. Across from it rises the 
drab grey stone Russian Embassy 
— scene of the four power talks. 
By day the administrative centre 
of East Germany, by night, a fort- 
ress ringed by soldiers and police 
dogs for two blocks around. 
Life in the Soviet zone exacts 
» heavy toll. With continued 
production drives, a never-end- 
ing propaganda barrage, and 
an air of suspicious and dis- 
trust of the police state, the 
population is gradually reduced 
to a dispirited and pnthctlc 
mass of people whoso only 
desire In life Is to exist. An in- 
sufficient food ration nnd an 
'official black market' run by 
the state, with prices ten times, 
as high as the ration prices,

Indeed It Is nlmost paradoxical, 
that this Conference with another 
set of world dlctntors nhôuld be 
held In the ruins of an earlier dic- 
tatorship that failed.

Deans and Professors 
Let Down Their Hair 

Four professors "let their hair down" last night, in dis- 
cussing various aspects of requirements for a good function- 
al education here at McGill. The occasion was the Arts and 
Science "Gen Night." 

For acceptance into the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs, Prof- 
essor Cohen advised general train- 
ing which could be used for the 
flexible work Involved. Superior 
Intelligence and diversified educ- 
Politlcal Science, Economics and 
Philosophy, was the formula giv- 
en. Dean Fleldhouso mentioned 
that, surprisingly enough, the Se- 
lection Board did not insist on 
modern language training. 

The question on survey courses 
In English Literature led to a dis- 
cussion on survey courses In gen- 
eral. 

Although Professor Duthle ap- 
proved of survey courses, ho was 
against a system whereby an un- 
dergraduate's education consisted 
of nothing else. Both he and Dean 
Fleldhouse felt that a prospective 
of the subject could bo gained 
In this way. • 

The question of whether stud- 
ents are taking advantage of the 
liberty In the choice of courses In 
picking easy, and low standard 
ones was well answered by Dr. 
Solln. 

Asking the audience of stud- 
ents to face facts, he stated that 
some students are crowned with 
the symbol of higher education, 
that of two letters, by taking all 
possible short cuts, contrary to 
the ideals of this university. 

The problem of poor lecturers 
came up when Dr. Duthle happily 
stated that, he got the most from 
the worst, because of the necessity 
of doing research himself.

While a quorum Is as- 
sembling, the five candidates for Carnival Queen, and .the sixteen members of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council will be introduced to the students. Students' Society officers hope 
that a quorum will be assembled early, to enable the meeting to get through the important 
items.

SAC AMENDMENT 
First major item on the agenda, will be the considera- 
tion of an amendment in the constitution of the Students' 
Athletics Council, The motion of amendment, proposed by 
Lionel Whitman, Chairman of the Intercollegiate Athletics 
Council and seconded by Bob Cohen, Chairman of the SAC, 
would open the position of SAC Chairman to all male stu- 
dents. At the present time, only those who have served on 
the two junior committees of the Athletics Department are 
eligible. 

FEE RAISE. 

This will be followed by the SEC's motion to raise the 
fees two dollars, which will be moved by Ken Wright, Finan- 
ce Director of the SEC, and seconded by Brahm Eisenstatt 
AMENDMENTS 

At least one, and possibly more, amendments will be 
made on the floor to this motion. The Council will amend its 
own motion to provide that only one dollar of the increase 
be devoted to The Daily, and the other dollar split between 
the Union, and general Students' Society funds. 

A further amendment, cutting the raise down to one 
dollar is expected. 

NFCUS 

Last item of business will be a motion to Increase McGIU'b fees 
to the National Federation of Canadian University Students from 30 
to 50 cents. The motion will be proposed by Allison Knox, Chairman 
of External Affairs on the Council, and seconded by Hcrsb Segal. 
It is expected that there will be no difficulty in getting the 
quorum of S00 necessary, 

PROCEDURE 

A two*thtrds majority is necessary for both the SAO 
changes, and tho fee raise, as these are constitutional amend' 
mends. Any sub-amendment made on the floor mnst have - 
three-quarters mnjorlty to pass. 

The NFCUS resolution needs only a simple mnjorlty.

McGtll Is one university which 
provides not only an education, 
parking tickets, nnd twenty 
dollars for psychological guinea 
pigs, but dental enre at lowest 
possible cost a* well. Dentistry 
students of the third and fourth 
years conduct a clinic at the 
Montreal General Hospital at 
which all students *inny have 
their teeth fixed, cleaned, ins- 
talled, at the cost of equipment 
only. 

OPPORTUNITY 

This has beon a standing ins- 
titution for several years, but few 
students have been aware of the 
opportunity at their door-step. 
For those who are worried that 
the dentists nre suffering from 
lack of experience, we are in- 
formed that this Is not so. For 
one thing, the clinic is under the 
expert supervision of Dr. Leahy, 
anil for another, the students are 
twice as careful and reclieck to 
make certain that they have made 
no errors In their original dia- 
gnoses. 



82 STUDENTS 
Thero aro approximately 82 
dentistry students who work at 
tho hospital throughout the week. 
The clinic Is kept extremely busy, 



and those who want to capitalize 
on this bargain would be wise to 
mako appointments In advance. 
At the tlmo this reporter visited 
the hospital there were 31 pat- 




ients waiting to be received in 
the office. 

ROUTINE 
The routine is very much the 
same as that of a regular dent- 
ist's office. Even tile work uni- 
forms are identical, und it 
would ho very hard to disting- 
uish n practicing dentist from 
those semi-professionals. 
Next year, the clinic will move 
to the new General Hospital which 
Is being built on Cedar Avenue. 
Since the location will be much 
more convenient for McGIIllnns.

Today, at one o'clock, the first Stu- 
dents' Society Meeting of this term will be 
called to order. Undoubtedly the most im- 
portant item of business confronting it will 
be ïthe constitutional amendment . calling 
for an increase in Society fees from $15 to 
$17, the additional $2 to be added to the 
budget of the McGill Daily. A sub-amend- 
ment passed at the last SEC meeting pro- 
poses, instead to allocate §1 to the Daily, 



The discussion provoked by the motion 
has raged for the past few weeks. Many 
words, spoken as well as printed, have been 
expended on the various aspects and con- 
sequences of the move. Now, on the morn- 
ing of the meeting, a camplcte revaluation 
of the problem is in order.' 



The Questions Before Us 



Stripped to its bare essentials, the prob- 
lem may be expressed by three questions: 
Can the budget be balanced without a fee 
raise with The Daily published at least 
three times a week, and without wholesale 
cuts in the budgets of other clubs and or- 
ganizations? If not, should The Daily be 



also not, should the activities of other or- 
ganizations (undergraduate societies, Red 
and White Revue, Annual, Players' Club, 
etc.) be curtailed? 

These are the questions students must 
ask themselves before voting today. If tho 
answers to all are in the negative, the vole

Can We Do Without A Raise ? 



The first question which naturally 
comes up is whether a fee raise is at all 
necessary ? The SEC Finance Director 
Ken Wright and Secretary-Treasurer U.A. 
Shackell think ko. ... 

The overall deficit of the Students' 
Society this year is estimated ;it approxi- 
mately $8,000. This loss will be made up 
by funds taken from Society surpluses of 
previous years. It is the considered opinion 
of the Council that to continue budgeting 
for a loss next year and in the years to 
come is foolhardy to say the least; it is 
impossible to draw on the reserve funds 
extensively since finantial failure would 
ultimately lead to the dissolution of the 
Students' society by the University. 

More over the $8,000 deficit comes in 
a year when an added income of $5,500 



Society; this sum comprises the profits 
from the University Book Store which 
were granted to the Society by the Univer- 
sity Senate. There is no assurance that a 
similar amount will be available at the end 
of this year. Indeed this is most unlikely

• Consequently, even if Daily expenses 
are cut by some $8,000, as already planned 
by the SEC, and a policy of budget-try 
belt-tightening is put into effect," a fee 
raise is necessary if books next year are 
to be balanced. 

In addition to the above, one other 
salient fact must not be forgotten. There 
is no provision made for either -Union re- 
pairs or the placing aside of funds for the 
next Open House. The Union, according to 
President John Jonas, is sadly in need of 
repairs totalling $8,000. Admitedly, a new 
Union is being planned but even optimists 
agree that at least five years will go by 
before it becomes a reality. Thus, the mat- 



has been diverted into the coffers of the ter of repairs to our present building must 



come under careful consideration. 

The general answer to the first ques- 
tion, then, is : no, we cannot do without a 
fee raise if The Daily is not to be further 
•slashed, and if other organizations are to 
be maintained as they exist at present. 



If this is so, should we then drastically 
cut The Daily? We of the Daily staff, the 
members of the SEC and, we hope, numer- 
ous students say no. The Daily serves an 
all-important function on the campus. It 
tells people what is happening, where it is 
happening, and sometimes why. In its role 
as campus publicist and herald, it is the 
glue which holds extra-curricular activities 
together. 

Yesterday, for example, the greater part 
of the edition was devoted to the Winter 
Carnival. We feel that such tin issue is of 
value not only to the Carnival executive 
but also to the campus at large. The same 
is true of the publicity for the Red and 
White Revue, the Blood Drive, Combined 
Charities, etc. The Daily sports page is the 
noticebord of Intramural Athletics, and the 
McGill sports scene in general. 

In addition The Daily is McGill's re- 
porter. Much criticism is leveled at The 
Daily every year, and this session is no ex- 
ception. We realize our shortcomings and 
are taking definite steps to overcome them. 
Our staff this year is one which is young 
and inexperienced, if eager and determined, 



and our pages have reflected this. It is lite- 
rally impossible, as well as undesirable, that 
the experienced staff do all the work. The 
Daily is not of the standard of the lop pro- 
fessional newspapers for the same reasons 
that the basketball and hockey teams arc 
not as good as professional teams, that the 
Revue is not as polished as -Broadway pro- 
ductions, and that the radio workshop ocm- 
pares unfavourably with professional radio 
shows. We are, however, bringing in more 
people of recognized ability and attempting 
to build up a better staff for next year. 

In no case, however, do we feel that 
there is justification for removing a years- 
long university tradition, any more than 
one could condone the dissolution of the' 
Rcdmen football team or the Students' So- 
ciety itself. 

A Daily appearing less than three times 
per week in its present form, or four times 
in tabloid size, would certainly not be sat- 
isfactory. To cut down frequency of public- 
ation to fewer than this would be akin to 
removing the paper altogether since it 
would change its nature completely. 

No, to cut The Daily further would cer- 
tainly not be desirable. 



Cut Clubs and Societies ? 



If in agreement that a fee raise without 
budget cuts is necessary, and that The 
Daily should not be further reduced, we 
now must consider the third question. 
Should budgets of the various clubs and 
organizations under the wing of the Societv 
be cut? 

In effect this question could be stated 
"Should student extracurricular activities 



in general be curtailed?" For us the an- 
swer to this query does not come as easily 
as the previous two. There are weighty 
arguments to be heard both for and against 
such a move. 

It is felt by many professors and some 
student leaders that an overdose of extra- 
curricular entanglements seriously, affects

Asia's Place 
In World 



'Asia — Friend or Toe?' will 
bo the topic ot a tulk to bo given 
in the Union Clubroom at 7:30 
' this evening by LcwIb Perlnbam, 
Executive .Secretary of tho Cana- 
dian Committee of the World L'nl- 
vorslty Service. 

Mr. Perlnbam, who la visiting 
McGlll as part of a coast to const 
tour of Canadian universities, Is 
a Malayan who has travelled 
widely and who has been living 
and working in Great Britain un- 
til' this year when he came to 
Canada to take up his present 
position. Ho wns formerly Advis- 
ory and Pellet Secretary of the 
British Committee of WUS. 

Mr. Perlnbam studied Engineer- 
ing nt Glasgow University, but 
has never practised this profes- 
sion. Ho has worked in various 
positions for WUS, the World 
Student Christian Federation, nnd 
the Malayan Students Federation, 
and spent some time as Chairman 
of Student Movement Houso In 
London. 

Sir. l'crinbiun will speak of 
the political nnd social resur- 
genco of tho Asian peoples, nnd 
of their pluco in tlio world 
situation. Their emergence 
from colonialism, ns well us 
being tho dawn of real free- 
dom, lias brought many pro- 
blems, says Pcrlnbnin, one of 
these is the question of what 
attitude Aslnn countries will 
take In world politics. Mr. 
Porinhnm feels this Is not total- 
ly decided yet, nnd feels the 
answer will bo excremcly im- 
portant for the world.

The following Motion to amend the Constitution of the Arti and Science Un- 
dergraduate Society will be presented for consideration at tho meeting of 
the Society to be held at I p.m. on Wednesday, February 24, 1954. 

That Article X, Section B be amended to read : 

"The first, second and third year classes of the Arts and Science Faculty 
shall each elect a President. The fourth year class shall elect a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer." 

That in Article V, Section B the words July 1st be deleted and March 31st 
substituted. The article would then read : 

"The Executive, with the exception of the SEC representatives, shall take 
office at the beginning of the fiscal year March 31st". 

The following motion, to alter the policy of the Society towards the club 
and societies beneath its jurisdiction, will be presented at the same meeting.
